This Is the loth straight year the 
number of students has Increased, 
but Brownell emphasised that the 
peaks are yet to come because of the 
hig h birth rates since early In World 
w«m; "Arter-a low period In the 
lB30's. 

"By 1S50-00 the enrollment In ele- 
mentary and secondary schools and 
In colleges and universities will rise 
toapproxImatoly-lGmllllon^Brown- 
ell said In a statement. 

"Hlsh schools and then colleges 
will feel the enrollment Increase 
bulge now taxing our elementary 
schools. 

"This year's Increase In elemen- 
tary and secondary school enroll- 
ment will be 1,693,000. Elementary 
school enrollment will be up S,S per 
cent with 1.473,000 additional pupils. 
High schools will have 310,000 more 



atudents, 3 per cent more last year. 

"Colleges and universities will en- 
roll about BB.000 more students this 
year than they did last year. College 
enrollment Is now reflecting the na- 
tion's low. birth rates during the 
lS30's. However, larger numbers of
